New York city is the metropolis of Amertoa.

The Spanish Situation. 
The charming entente cordiale that reign- 
ed lately between the King of Spain and 
his people seems to have come to a sudden 
close. Only in the last few weeks we 
were entertained every day with lengthy 
cable dispatches describing the enthusias- 
tic weleome AMADEO had met with on his 
journey through Spain; how the Spanish 
dons had cheered him, and everything 
seemed to breathe an atmosphere of roses. 
The @mnesty for all political offenses seem- 
ed to exert a most favordBle influence on 
the different political parties of Spain, and 
a large number of the Carlist leaders were 
even induced to give up their old predilec- 
tions, and by frankly joining the cause of 
the new dynasty open an era of peace 
and prosperity for their distracted coun- 
try. In short, the dynasty of Savoy, con- 
trary to our expectations, seemed to have 
gained a firm foothold in Spain. 

But it appears not. A distressing min- 
isterial crisis has taken place, the Cabinet 
resigned in a body, and the King had some 
difficulty in forming another. The Minis- 
try of Zora, which has just resigned, 
was, indeed, not composed of men in 
whose genius the people reposed entire 
confidence; no RicwEe.revu or BisMARCcK 
was at jts head, but it was at least guided 
by a spirit of honesty and patriotism such 
as has animated of late few Spanish Cabi- 
nets, and, mm consequence, it possessed in 
a great measure the good will of the peo- 
ple, and its resignation will do the King a 
great deal of damage. This resignation, 
given with a great deal of ostertation in 
a body to the Spanish Cortes, has caused 
an immense excitement in Spain, and 
some of the truest friends of the 
King implore him to recall ZoRTmLLA 
and his Cabinet, as the attitude 
of the people in the capital and the prov- 
inces is becoming more formidable every 
day. This the King refuses to do, and he 
has, after vainly calling on EsparTEeRo to 
form a Cabinet, intrusted the task to Ad- 
miral MaALCoMBE, who has already select- 
ed his colleagues. But nobody expects 
the new Cabinet to have any stability. If 
matters had not looked so bad the old fox 
EsPaRTERO would surely not have hesitated 
to take charge of the helm of state, par- 
ticularly as this refusal follows right on the 
track of the declarations of loyalty and 
everlasting devotion he made but lately to 
King AMADEO. 

It would be very hard to give a satisfac- 
tory explanation of this sudden crisis, in 
view of the exceedingly muddled char- 
acter of the cable dispatches, and 
we must, therefore, wait for mail 
advices before we can examine the 
matter thoroughly. But we = should 
not be surprised if the financial 
difficulties of the country» had brought 
about this collapse. The state of 
‘Spain for the last fifty years has been such 
as to destroy its prosperity thoroughly. At 
the dethronement of ISABELLA the coyn- 
try was completely insolvent, and that 
three years of internal struggles and con- 
stant strife have not improved its financial 
situation is very evident. During the pre- 
ceding months we noticed in the Spanish 
official press hints that the revenues of the 
country were not sufficient to defray the 
expenses, and a new tax system was pro- 
posed. It is very likely that the difficulty 
this project met with brought about the 
crisis, for even if the Spaniards cheer 
AMADEO, they will be little inclined to 
tolerate him if he should’ prove more ex 
pensive than IsaBELLA.

If this be true, the Press is mutually guil- 
ty with us, for, be it said to its credit, its 
war upon outlaws has been as earnest and 
as constant ag ours. The Radicals have 
quoted us only to show that the Kuklux do 
exist, and to prove that the last Kentucky 
Legislature did nothing. Surely no one 
gainsays this; and along with us the Radi- 
cals have quoted with equal freedom the 
messages of Governor STEVENSON, the ad- 
dresses of some of our ablest Judges, and 
the artidles of many other Democratic 
newspapers. 

What does all this prove? It proves 
that the last Legislature did not do its 
duty, and that the Democratic establish- 
ment of Kentucky, our Executive, our 
Judiciary and our press, are as 
much opposed. to Kukluxism as 
the Radicals. Properly handled, this is 
Democratic, not Radical, material. But

We represent that so far from 
seeking, we have constantly avoid- 
ed disputation. Controversy, even 
when it reaches a definite point where 
its ams are admitted to be conclusive, 
proves but a partial and melancholy peace- 
maker. As a rule it obscures, not dis- 
closes, truth, which should be the sole ob- 
ject of inquiry. The controversialist be- 
comes a gladiator; and, though there be 
never so little passion in the beginning of 
the combat ef words, a few rounds serve 
to warm the blood of the contending par- 
ties, whereupon vigor ceases to perform 
its wholesome and legitimate functions in 
order to display its prowess, and earnest- 
ness degenerates into anger. The tendency 
to misconception, the temptation to mis- 
state, the human frailty which places suc- 
cess above every other result, the confusion 
of arguments and motives, all join in 
the devil's own work of mis'eading the 
sense and corrupting the nature of what 
was in the outset designed for rational 
dcbate. Sometimes it happens that those 
who witness this species of show-fighting 
are satistied; often they grow weary of it, 
and now and then a flat and final 
verdict is obtained. Not so with the con- 
tesiants. Usually they propose to wrestle 
as long as they have strength to stand up, 
as long as they can get backers and specta- 
tors; rarely do they arrive at any conclu- 
sion; never are they convinced. A point 
is reached in all discussion, when we may 
say, as BuRKE somewhat sententiously 
said of the question of taxation in America, 
“invention exhausted; reason is fa- 
tigued; experience has given judgment; 
but obstinacy 18 Bot yet conquered.” 

On account of the belief embodied in 
there general suggestions we have labitual- 
ly writien down, Gad far as we have 
Lecn able, have acted down, the spirit of 
newspaper controversy. We confess with 
indificrent success in both cases; but we 
trust that our eflort to purge our discus- 
sions of bitter personality and vulgar par- 
tisan abuse has not absolutely failed of its 
purpose. Yet we have been subjected to 
some trying misconceptions and wmisrep- 
resentations, sometimes involving personal 
cenuuct and character, and sometimes 
relating to the views we have thought 
proper to make public concerning parties 
and aflairs. Even our refusal to engage in 
angry controversy has been construed into 
a species of self-complacent loftiness alto- 
gether toreign to us, whilst more than once 
ghtest and most harmless badinage, 
meant indicate the perfect equality 
which we felt to exist between 
and our critics, has’ received an interpre- 
tation very diflerent from that which we 
meant or which properly belonged to it. 
At length, having for the time exhausted 
not only the have been discuss- 
but the temper and patience of the 
we think, we have, as far as 
home-folks are concerned, called a truce.

At all events 
we are tired of wrangling; eur readers are 
tired of it; and everybody will agree that 
it is full time to close ranks. 

So we say to our friends the Bourbons 
(sere, We hope they ave our friends, and 
here’s the LonD love them and keep them 
out of mischief and harm's way!), we say 
to the Bourbons, say we—as old Sam 
LiousTon once said to the people of Texas

disposition to claim or to deny.

Beer Bibbers and Face Slashers ~ 
Sound Stomachs and aoe ASe~A 
Serious Afair—A Duel with Swords 
and without Masks—Pol i 
nificance of a National Custom. 


of the Courier-Journal. ] 
Young Germany has two remarkable 
customs peculiar to itself which cou!d 
not exist without good stomachs, strong arms, 
and a comparative insensibility to the beauti- 
ful as understood by a perfectly civilized m1n ; 
and both customs are an indirect proof of the 
vigor and manliness of the German race. I 
refer tothe drmking duels and the duel with 
sworis, without masks, with which university 
students amuse themselves and amaze 
strangers. A club of twenty sturdy fellows, 
ealled a corps, who match each ether to out- 
drink and outfight the members of a 
rival university corps, is unknown beyond 
the German Fatherland.. The two customs 
are of the greatest antiquity, and come by 
right of deseent to the present generation 
from the customs of the old German gods, who 
were the most thirsty, the most combative 
and the most sanguinary of all mythologic 
gods. 

The German student-duel without masks is 
forbidden by law in Pragsia. But in spite of 
the difficulties of securing a place of meeting 
untroubled by the police, and the penalties 
which follow conviction of the offense, the 
duel without masks is still fought in Germany 
by the more combative of the students of the 
same university. By invitation, we assisted, 
asthe French say, at a double due’. The 
principals were law-students; the plac? of 
meeting was about one mile from the old town 
of Bonn, at one end of a large plain devoted to 
the field exercises of cavalry. The afternoon 
was magnificent under a grand sky, full of 
light, but broken by stormy clouds; in a word, 
adramatic sky. We arrived on the ground at 
5 o'clock. Several of the soldier-students of 
Bonn were present on horseback, and three car- 
riages with the principals and seconds and serv- 
ants. Watches had been stationed to warn us 
of the approach of the police. The principals 
were young German noblemeti, and we had a 
live prince present as a friendly witness. The 
first duelist was a law-student, a fine looking 
feliow of twenty-one or two. He bore on his 
face the scar of a just-healed wound froma 
former duel. His present opponent, a famed 
fighter, had a smooth face, without a blemish. 
The preparations for combat were made with 
German becoming to a serious 
affair, out of which one or both must come 
with a horrible sword gash on the facc or upon 
the head. 

It is the custom of aristocratic young Ger- 
many to wipe oug insults and slights with 
blood, bat not at the expense of hfe. A little 
jadicious blood-letting no doubt kills malice 
and the ranking of ill-will; for who could 
nourish feelings of a :imosity against a man 
who has stood and iuced you bravely on the 
igyel of a common courage and a common 
Wish to setéle a difficulty; willing to take 
and give the duel scar so proudly borne by 
young Germany. 

We stand by the law-student. He un- 
dresses to the skin; puts on a white cotton 
shirt; then his seryant begins to array him in 
his fighting garb. First his sword-arm is care- 
fully encased with thick-wadded bandages, 
over which is drawn a buckskin or silk sleeve 
and glove; this is to protect his arm from the 
sword of his opponent. His neck is likewise 
shielded with a thiekly-wadded stock; and 
then his whole torso or front is covered with 
a thick-wadded buekskin shield, which comes 
up to his chest and is buckled behind. Grad- 
ually our handsome-looking fellow is assum- 
ing a ludierous and extraordinary sppear- 
ance; he fs perfectly amazing and hideous 
when hie iron goggles are placed over his 
eyes. His red cap is placed on his head ; his 
sword is held by his servant, who also sup- 
ports his sword-arm, which is heavy with its 
tripple-twisted coverings. He is perfectiy 
passive, and stands looking clumsy as 
an Esquimaux, or like a tranquil maniac ia a 
straight-jacket. His buckskin wadded vest 
or shield is horribly stained with the corps’ 
blood spilt in former combats, and it is pierced 
in several places where it had been slashed 
open. You must understand the student 
fights for his corps or club quite as often as 
he does to avenge a personal insult or affront.

The world owes to Henry Baron Brougham 
and Vaux a debt of gratitude for his services 
in the diffusion of knowledge, the spread of 
education, the abolition of the slave trade and 
slavery, that can never be forgotten; and the 
perusal of this story of a life of ninety years 
cannot fail te be a pleasure to every thought- 
ful mind. There is anote by his executor 
appended to the second volume that gives a 
very satisfactory explanation of the fact that 
the story entitled Memnon, contained in the 
first volume, Was not original with Brougham. 
It appears from this tha§ up to 1563, being 
then in his cighty-sixth year, he bad not writ 
ten one word of his early life, and in a search 
he then made for early materials, he found the 
manuscript of Memnon. He believed he had 
composed it, entirely forgetting that it was 


ouly a translation, probably a task set him by 
his tutor—a very pardonable mistake aftera 
lapse of seventy years. This autobiography 
has had a very great circulation, especially in 
Engiand, where a second edition has already 
been issued. he work is for sale in this city 
at Jobn P. Mortonat Co,’s bookstore.

The student duelist presents an absurd fig- 
ure as he stands ready for the fight, but the 
preparations have been too serious and syste- 
matic, and the gravity of the whole proceced- 
ings too apparent, and the manifest respect of 
twenty gentlemen present too obvious for us 
to indulge our sense of the ludicrous with a 
laugh. The seconds are not quite so com 
pletely encased as the principals, who are vul- 
nerabile to each othér’s swords only in the face 
and head. The aim of each comba‘ant 
is to slit the nose or cheek, or cut 
off the ear, or open the head 
of the other. Understand that these amiable 
eentlemen are ¢ducated, weil-bred, and, in a 
measure, learned young men, of the best fam 
ilies; the group before ue are in their last stu- 
dent year. Take them out of their dueling 
costume, and you would admit them to be 
superb and civilized-looking young fellows. 
The preparations on both sides are com 
pleted—the principals are led from their re- 
spective stations under the whispering poplars 
that surround the field. We follow thema 
few steps. Behind us are the hacks and sad- 
dle-horses. We step forward again, for the 
fighting-ground has been chosen. The com- 
batants face each other, supported by their 
The principals are bidcous to look 
upon—goggle-eyed, blood-stained, c 
looking; but they stand superbly. 
“Make ready; touch swords, 
first second cries; the 
begun; the quick clash of 
sword; the fixed, firm, white faces and tight 
lips hold the attention of each of us; the hat 
of my friend is struck of, and the second cries 
Halt! The hat is replaced, and the contest 
begins again, This time the check of tly 
other is grazed, and again thg cry is Halt! 
Again the combat is renewed, and after sever 
al rapid and heavy blows, parried on one side 
orthe other, my friend, the law student, is 
reached by a tremendous, quick blow from 
the sword of his opponent, which gashes his 
head and brings the blood inastream. The 
ery of Halt! comes at once; the blood blinds 
the eyes of the duelist, the surgeon, booted 
and spurred, is at hand; the principals are led 
away,and the wounded man is seated on 
the carriage-stcp, and the surgeon exaim- 
ines his wound; a glance shows that 
it is serious, First there is need of the scis- 
sors; off come the raven-locks of the duelist ; 
then the razor is used and his head is shaved 
smooth like a monk’s. The wound is two 
inches long, and so deep it has broken intothe 
skull! The wound is washed and probed, the 
little broken piece removed, the skin sewed or 
pressed together—the whole is a tedious and 
painful operation, endured without wincing by 
the wounded man. His armor has been re- 
moved ; he sits in his shirt-slecves, his panta- 
loons covered with blood. He has bled so 
much that he cannot renew the fight. His an- 
tagonist visits him, and the duel is finished. 
We had seen an extraordinary spectacle, and it 
was fine. The pale faces and quivering lips 
and concentrated gaze oftwo youug fighters; 
the quick energy of the sword-play, the rapid 
slash and parry and cut of sharp swords! It 
has led to a fine result—a gashed head, and 
notless than three days, perhaps a week in bed, 
with wound fever. To-morrow each of us 
will call upon the wounded man and express 
our sympathy. The Germans are truly a 
strange people, and feudal customs are not 
kept alive wholly by the political ideas of Bis- 
marck and Kaiser William, but by all the 
student corps of Germany. The Germans 
have not alively or a delicate sense of the 
absurd and the incongruous. These young 
gentlemen who mar and disable each other 
are the best of friends afterwards, and carry 
a slit nose or a scarred cheek with a pride not 
less than the soldier carries his battle medal, 
or the scholar his diploma. 
But the preparations for the second duel 
have been completed while we have been 
making our reflections. The first duclists 
were veteran ‘combatants; these are young 
fighters—one a tall, satarnine fellow, 
the other @ short, fair Saxen. They 
take the same position as the first 
duelists, the unwounded principal of the 
first fight acting as second to the bleck- 
haired combatant. In the meantime the sur- 
geon, eut of irrepressible joy at having probed 
and primed a new wound, has mounted his 
horse, and put his spurs to him, scampcrs 
over the vast plain like a mad-man, and is 
back again in afew minutes with a blown 
horse. And now the second fight begins. 
We will not describe it, save to say that the 
Saxon drew the first blood—he slashed the 
cheek and then he scratched the lip, and again 
he slashed the cheek of his opponent with his 
eword. The fight continued about twenty 
minutes. When enough hiood and enough 
wind had been spert, they shook hanis 
with a delightful smile of mutual grati- 
tude that the good fight was finished, 
and which had been watched by my wounded 
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friecd from the carriage. The police had not | 
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disturbed us—they had been bought off—and 
we rode back to Sonn, our German friends 
attempting to demonstrate the superiority of 
the swerd combat over the pugilistic, on the 
ground that it was more aristocratic; that 
Only noblemen or gentlemen could use the 
sword, whereas every man on the street could 
fight with his fists. And this argument was 
another result of the continental prejudices 
in fayor of the aristocrat, who, from time im- 
memorial, has been accustomed to loak 
upon the sword and horse as the 

property of the noble or ruling class, and the 
serf, or plebeian, as debarred from the use of 
both, save as a man-at-arms in the service of 
his lord. We infer that Germany, in spite of 
the fact that she, after Italy, has been the 
strong cradle of modern ideas—in spite of the 
fact that liberty and dissent have always had 
sturdy champions among her sons—is @eo- 
lutely welded to the past. She has lost her free 
cities, and is bound under an empire 
of iron. Her young men. of family 
advocate and illustrate a military feu- 
dalism, and the people exist merely 
to feed and populate and defend the State. 
The German student duel is the privilege of 
aristocratic young Germany—a test of courage 
and a costly privilege, which only the noble 
and rich can indulge themselyes with, The 
more peaceful field and aquatic sports of the 
studenta of our colleges and universities, and, 
ata pinch,a good stand-up pugilistic fight, 
are more in keeping with modern ideas and 
democratic institutions, which have banished 
the sword and shield, which young Germany 
still plays with, while it indulges its truly 
manly and not a little barbarous disposition 
in disfiguring the human countenance, which 
savages only should be expected to scar and 
tattoo for life with the pleasing shapes of the 
cut and thrust of aswordsman. But if the 


student’s penchant for billiards and women, 
and the American student’s penchant for bil- 
liards and everything that the raw 
civilization of a new and gross city can give 
to him, we prefer the old customs 
of young Germany, which consist of enor- 
mous drinking of good beer and the sword 
com bat, which, In making a man less lovely 
to look upon, setgupon him a seal of manii- 
ness or courage. The German student has no 
aquatic sports—the Rhine runs too rapidly. 
But if he is not a good boatman like the Eng- 
lishman, or like the American, he is a good 
swordsman and an unsurpassed horseman—in 
a word, hehas the accomplishments of a sol- 
dier, and thisis the open secret of his su- 
premacy, when made a part of the machinery 
of .the State, as understood by Prussian 
statesmen and German science, .

LAW BOOKS. 


Hill on Fixtures. 
This little work, by Jno. W. Hill (and the 
only American one on this subject), has 
reached its second edition, revised and greatly 
enlarged. The subject is one gradually grow- 
ing in importance in our midst as 
our manufactures increase in number, In its 
binding, type, and paper it is indeed a gem, 
and looks very like some English reports we 
bave seen lately. The writer has discarded 
foot-notes and extracts from cases entirely, for 
which he has our sincere thanks. When we 
have read a page, we wish to feel that it is 
read. We do not relish the idea of reading 
just as much more that is not ‘ confezt,’’ and 
cannot be found in the index, nor Is it hinted 
at in the table of contents. He has evidently 
digested the subject of his work, and gives 
the euthorities sustaining his views or deduc- 
tions immediately after their statement. In 
drawing his distinctions, he makes such a dif- 
ference in principles as to destroy the debata- 
ble ground so stoutly held by what are com- 
mouly called *“ nice points of law,’’ that gen- 
erally are almost too fine to be seen, and 
are more frequently mere ghosts of a thought 
than praetical principles. The work is writ- 
ten on the affirmative theory of stating what 


} are fixtures, and what purely personal and 


subject to ramoyal. The detinitions are cleanly 
cut, the style concise and vigorous, and the 
statements of principles distinctly made. The 
work is published by Baker, Voorhis & Co., 
of New York, and can be had of Jno.

Brightly on Elections. 
Frederick C. Brightly again comes before 
the legal profession with another work which 
isadigestof cases on the laws of elections, 
The avowed object of the author is to show 
the evil effects resulting to our political insti- 
tutions from an elective judiciary. He thinks 
that the delegation of discretionary powers, in 
political cases, to an elective judiciary holding 
office by a limited tenure, proves itself to be 
evil and only evil, continually, by the differ- 
ence In the character the older decisions 
made by independent judges, and the recent 
ones deeided since this tnnovation has been 
made upon the free principles of our ancestors. 
We ernitirely agree with the author, and think 
can not fail tostrike the mind of any reflect- 
ims man. We sincerely hope that the day is 
not far distant-when our judiciary will cease 
to be elective and begin to be respected and 
respectable. If the author fails in the hopes 
which prompted his labors, it will be because 
deep-seated demuralization of the peo 
The author has performed his work 
well, has selected his cases with fine judgment, 
and has shown his comments on some of 
them that he has not forgotten, and is still 
attached to, the first principles of free govern 
mert. The work of reform will find him a true 
friend andan able While many of his 
strictures severe and unspari yet no 
ean deny the impartiality and independ- 
ence of thought which they manifest. His 
reviews evince the conscientious motives of 
bis labors, at the same time proving his re- 
search and his honest difference of conclusion 
with the court. The work is quite opportune 
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-{n its appearance, and we sincerely hope that 


it may yet produce the absolutely necessary 
change in all our State constitutions to secure 
us again an independent judiciary. The work 
is published by Kay & Bro., of Philadelphia, 
in thgir usual style, and can be had of Jolin P.

HaRRODsBURG, Kr., Oct. 2, 1871, 
This was County Court day, and the town 
was filled with the largest and busiest crowd 
that we have seen here for a long time.

THE BUCKNER CASE. 


Legal and Historical, Points in the 
Late Decision of the Supreme 
Ceurt of Lilinois. 


A ROMANTIC STORY. 


[From the Chicago Tribuna, Oct. 7.] 

As important case has been decided by the 
Supteme Court, affecting the Ownership of all 
the veal estate which is known as the, Kings- 
bury estate, and divides that estate between 
the heirs of Major Julius J. B. Kingsbury, re- 
storing to Mary K. Buckner one-half interest 
in the property of which her father died pos- 
sessed, tie property consists of lots 5 and 6 
in block 35, Original Town, the site of Wood's 
Museum, and the block of buildings running 
north feom Randolph street to the alley mid- 
way to Clark, formerly occupied by the Tri- 
bune; as wellas all of that part of the cast 
half of the northwest quarter of section 9, in 
township 39, north of range 14 east, 3 P. M., 
which lies east of the North branch of the 
Chicago river and south of the center of On- 
tario street. The value of the property may 
be estimated at over one million of dollars, 
The estate (by the Receiver, John Wood- 
bridge), about a week since, purchased the 
building on the South Clark street front. for 
#24, 000, 

Julius J. B. Kingsbury, who owned the 
prope rty, died on the 26th day of June, 1556 
leaving to survive him a widow, « 
bury, and two children, Mary K. Backner, 
wife of Simon Bolivar Buckner, of Kentucky, 
anex-officer of the Confederate army, and 
Henry W. Kingsbury. To these the property 
descended, dower to the widow and the fee Lo 
the children as tengnts inecomumon. The son, 
Henry W., a lieutenant in the United States 
service, married one Eva Taylor, on the 4th 
day of December, 1861. The estate was man- 
aged by General Burnside in the ‘Interest of 
the parties until the war broke out, Whenthe 
rebellion commenced, Buckner, living in Ken- 
tucky, aad being a brigadier of the militia of 
that State. under Governor Magoffin, desired 
by some means to preserve to his wife her 
Chicago property, the more especially as he, 
being about to join the rebel army, feared that 
contiscation would follow. Henry W. Kings- 
bury, being in the United States army, as a 
lieutenant, and being north of Mason and 
Dixon’s live, obtained permission to join th 
forees of Connecticut, and attaehed himself to 
a regiment of its troops as colenel. Fearing 
this confiscation, by reason of her husband's 
disloyalty, Mrs. Buckner, on the Mth day of 
May i 1861, joined her husband in adeed, abse- 
lute upon its face, conveying her interest in 
allthe property which had descended to her. 
The war provressed, until the 17th day of 
September, 1862, when, at Antietam, lienry 
‘ingsbury was kill lr} tis 
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their repeal without 
lines. This much faith 
ple, and for one [am willing to test t f it 
becomes necessary to set them aside as failing 
in the endsto be accomplished, a quiet revoln 
tion, such as the people of the country have be-

His Funeral Yesterday. 
A long procession of relatives and acquaint- 
ances formed yesterday evening at the corner of 


Sixteenth and Chestnut streets to follow the re - 


mains of the unfortunate William Horas to their 
last resting place. More than four hundred per- 
sons, belonging to different local organizations, 
marched in the procession. 

St. Thomas Benevolent Society was placed in 
front. Mr. Horan was president of it at the 
time of his death. 

Two societies, Nos. 16 and 18 of the Moulders’ 
Union, of this city, and No. 147 of New Albany, 
followed next. A large number of the Police 
force, hea@ed by Lieut. Shelly, were also in the 
procession. They were followed by all the City 
Court officiais, including Judge Price. 

‘The hearse came next, drawn by four beautiful 
black horses, furnished by the fire department 
and attended by twelve pall-bearers, selected 
two from each of the societies. Immediately in 
rear of the hearse were #ix carriages, 
the family and other relatives of the deceased. 
Nimety-two vehicles of different kinds followed 
in the rear. Two large omnibuses, furnished 
gratis by the Transfer Company, closed the long 
line. 


The procession moved by way of Fifteenth to 
Jefferson street, up Jefferson to Fifth, and out 
Fifth to the Cathedral, where the remains were 
removed from the hearse to the altar. A large 
audience had gathered there to hear the funeral 
service. 

' The building was so crowded that a great many 
badto standup in the aisles.

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METHODIST REUNION. 


Interesti Services at Walnute 
Ea street Charch Yesterday. 


Sermon of Dr. Brush. 


—_e—~"—_—_— 


Yesterday was a day longto be remembered 
by the Methodists of Louisville, and especially 
those connected with the Walnut-street church. 
About six weeks ago the work of repatring and 
renovating the interior of the church was begun, 
and on Saturday last was finished, and ready to 
be opened for worship on Sunday morning. 
About three weeks ago, while the epi oly 
gressing, it was determined by the pastor, the 
Rev. H. C. Settle, and the officers of the church, 
to have a grand reunion meeting on the reopen- 
ing of this handsome temple of worship. 

This idea was suggested by the fact that Wal- 
nut-street church jastty claims the name of 
mother of all the Methodist churches in Louits- 
ville, being identical with the old Fourth-street 
Methodist church, which was the first Methodist 
church in the city, and which was built when 
the population of Louisville only numbered 
a few thousand, and in times when churches 
were not built and sustained by large donations 
of money, were void of libraries and boasted no 
fine display or pompous pretensions. A long list 
of names indicate the many years that her pas- 
tors, one after another, and year after year, have 
succeeded each other as shepherds of the flock 
that have gathered there for worship since 
the earliest period of its history. 
Meany of these pastors have long 
since gone to their eternal home. A few yet are 
living. Aecordingly it was desired to bring 
these venerable divines together once more 
within the walls of: the old ehurch, together 
with many of those who have lis 
tened to their voice> from her sacred 
desk im years gone by. Accordingly 
the 8th day of October was appointed as the day 
of meeting, under the auspices of the late im- 
provements and the eve of the assembling of Ken- 
tucky Conference, and the invitations were sent 
tethe pastors throughout the various States. 
On Saturday a few of the older pastors and a 
number of those belonging to the Kentucky Con- 
ference had arrived. 

On yesterday morning quite a number of old 
familiar faces, whose genial smiles of giad rec- 
ognit'on seemed to bring back with them the 
life, and light, and happiness of the long, long 
past, gathered about the doors of the church, 
awaiting to participate in the ceremonies of the 
happy occasion. 

The folowing reverend gentlemen were among 
the number present, including all the old pastors 
who came from abroad: 

Former pastors of the Fourth-street church— 
Rev. Richard Dearing, Rev. Dr. Sehon, of the 
Sh lby-street chureh, Rev. Geo. W. Brush, Rev.

The congregation began to assemble about 
haif-past ten, and by eleven o'clock the sudi- 
torium was crowded to its utmost capacity. 
Benches and chairs were placed in the aisles and 
vacant places, all of which were filled, leaving 
many, who were unable to procure seats, stand- 
ing in the recess by the doors. 

At 11 o'clock Bishop Wightman ascended info

after which Bishop Wightman arose and 4an- 
nounced his text from the 80th Psalm, ist verse: 

“Give ear, oh Shepherd. Thou that leadest 
Joseph like flock; thou that dwellest between 
the cherubima, shine forth."’ 

The Bishop, though far past the meridian of 
life, as he stood before his audience in all the 
vigor of manhood, spoke with the strength and 
fire of his younger days and moved about with 
the agility of youth. Hespoke to his hearers of 
the special Providence that rules over the 
affairs of men as well as nations, 
and which directs them in 
the affairs of life with an ever-present, benefi- 
cent hand, his very words seemed to be tnspired 
and directed by that same great spirit, in whom 
he relied for all good in this werld and the world 
to come. 

At the conclusion of the morning services, the 
visiting ministers dispersed to go with their 
several friends to their homes for refreshment 
and rest. 

At 3p.m. the congregation again assembled, 
and the sacrament of the Lord's Supper 
was administered to a greater number of 
communicants than have knelt at the altar of 
Walnut-street church for many years, and it was 
a@ scene not leas solemn and affecting than inter- 
esting, inasmuch as it was an occasion once par- 
ticipated in in the history of a church that has 
seen a whole generation of its member 
ship * pass from time to eternity. 
and yet another verging upon the 
P brink of the stormy Jordan, awaiting 
their passage over. And yet. afew of the old 
brothers and sisters, with bowed heads and 
hoary locks, bad passed through all the trying 
scenes and hardships of these long years; had 
witnessed the decay and fall of their fellow 
travelers in time, from the beginning of the old 
mother church to the present, and had now met, 
perhaps, for the last time together, within these 
sacred walls, to celebrate the last supper with the 
children of the friends of the buried past. At 
the conclusion of these services, the choir sung 
abymn while the congregation dispersed, and 
throughout the congregation hand met hand in 
Christian fellowship and love, while tears fell 
freety from the eyes of the aged and young 

The historical sketch of the two churches by 
the Rev. Geo. W. Brush, though full of interest 
ing facts to the public generally, and especially 
to all Methodists throughout the country, 
spoken in the brief space of an hour 
and ai half, is truly but the outlines cf 
the history of a Church which has lived aimost 
through two generations, with daily increasing 
power, influence, and with ever-changing circum 
stances; and from this compilation of historica! 
facts we give a sketch of bisa lecture upon the 
past of the old Fourth, now Walunut-street 
Church:

It will probably be a great surprise to the 
majority of newspaper readers, especially in 
the North and Weat, to be told ‘that there ex- 
ists a widespread organization, chiefly con- 
fined, it is true, to ex-Confederate officers, 
soldiers and politicians, though includi 
also many ns who served in the Fede 
army, and are actively identified with the na- 
tional or Union cause, Whose purpose is to 
bring about the annexation of the Republic of 
Mexico to that of the United States—peace- 
ably if they can, ogee 8 if they must. 

Some information which has recently come 
into your correspondent’s possession justifies 
him in expressing his conviction that such an 
orgenizatjion exists, and is about to cntg into 
an active propaganda in support of its dcBigns. 
How these facts came into my possession is 
immaterial. Suffice it to say that my original 
informant is a leadin pt mabey are in the move- 
ment; that he was a Colonel in the Confederate 
army, is a brother of one or its best-kno 
Sou western Generals, now dead, and that he 
is aman of marked ability and high character. 


THE FORMIDABLE PROPAGANDA, 


According to the statements made by this 
venticman, the organization of which he ac- 
knowledged himself to be a member, expects 
to secure the annexation of Mexico within 
five years at the utmost. They hope to bring 
it about before, and will strive earnestl y to do 
so. Joseph E. Johnson, the famous Confed 
erate General, is named as chief of the 
organization.

In Mexico 
itself, it is claimed, there are those among 
her trusted public men who fayor and are 
ifiliated with it. At the head of these it is 
said stands one of her prominent statesmicn, 
who formerly resided here a8 Mexican Minis- 
ter, and who has an American wife.

The annexa 
tion of Mexico, like that of Cuba, or the fii- 
bustering ¢ mn — of Central America, was a 
leading purpose of a large number of our 
countrymen. Dim and shadowy as are those 
discussions anda purposes, they are not so far 
distant but i they may be revived with 
more than former activity, though with some 
Other motives than then animated the propa- 
vanda. Then the extension of slavery wes a 
chief purpose, now, accor ‘ding to my inform- 
ant, apart from ae desire 
realization of ‘manifest 
well to find a 
for enterprise and ambition, a 
trolling idea is to give Southern military 1 men 
an opportunity of redeeming their former 
standing within the Union, by leading a move- 
ment to extend its area and so largely incrcase 
its resources.

“to pluck the flower, safety, from the nettle, 
danger.’’
